My guess is that the R- families are ham gear, with sharp filters and 
product detectors, and the S- series is for SWL use. I also assuem that 
with suitable crystals, a Drake receiver will cover any range up to 30 MHz 
you like in 500 KHz bites, possibly excepting wherever the first IF is. 
Can someone enlighten me wiht a summary of what's what?

Drake started with a funny looking packaged rx, the Drake 1-A, one 

of the first goods rigs for SSB. It was followed by the 2-A, and 2-B 
as I recall, then by the R-4, and R-4A, all tubes so far. The R-4B 

had a few of those strange black plastic dots with three legs, as 

well as some tubes. All tuned in 500 kHz segments, and all so far sold 
with xtals for the ham bands, although the R-4B had sockets in the 
back to add and additional 8 or 10 xtals to add other bands. Then came 
the SPR-4, an all solid state rx, which had 23 band positions, and 

the first 8 or so were filled with xtals for the SWL bands. Several 
xtal package deals were offered with xtals for the ham bands, CB, 
popular utility bands, etc. Like the R4 family, the SPR-4 had 


a final IF of 50 kHz for selectable sideband coverage. The SW-4a 
was designed to specs desired by one of the then US broadcasting 
stations, as I recall, and was a much cheaper set than the SPR-4, 
with 455 kHz IF. Then came the R-4C, with improved performance 
as discussed on another Drake thread currently on boatanchors. 


Both before, and to a lesser degree, after the SPR-4 came out, 
the R-4B was very popular with the leading SWL's by adding xtals 
to cover the SWL bands in addition to the ham bands. 


Drake then produced a commercial receiver, the RR-1 Marine Reserve 
Receiver, which was basically a rack mount SPR-4, and the DSR-1, 
commercial receiver which had a synthesizer and full 10 kHz - 

30 MHz coverage. A few other commercial recivers followed, 

which being sxx*d state, are off topic :) 


The commercial rx's being rather expensive $ 2000 + when the 
SPR-4 was $ 379, were never popular with SWL's. 


SPR-4 had a first IF of 5645 kHz followed by 2nd IF of 50 kHz, 
and PTO of 5445 to 4945 kHz. R-4B had the same IF freqs, but PTO 
tuned 5455 to 4955, so the xtals to select the 500 kHz bands 
were slightlydifferent in freq. The R-4C was rather different, 
with first IF of 5645, which then mixed with the variable BFO, 
about 50 kHz to produce a 2nd IF of 5695, where the signal 

went through a set of GOOD xtal filters, before being mixed 

down to a 3rd IF of 50 kHz, where the BFO also fed the product 
detector. Varing the BFO freq over a small range provided 
passband tuning, new to this set. 


Drake got out of the ham and SWL receiver business completely 
for quite a few years, concetrating on TV satallite receivers, 
but reentered it a few years ago with the R-7 and then R-8 
general coverage rx's, again off topic.

Well, don't forget the 2C with its more "normal" looking cabinet. It is a 
true hybrid, half tube and half transistor. Mine has some modifications in 
it to widen audio bandpass and the AM detector is replaced with an op amp 
precision rectifier to reduce distortion. Sure is a lot of performance out 
of so few parts. Its one big goof-up was running the AC to the on-off 
switch right past the 50 KHz IF amp. Any power line noise at 50 KHz can be 
heard clearly. I replaced it with a shielded pair, no noise pick-up now.

I have been working on a modified RAS receiver. The 6D6 RF amplifiers and 
the first 6D6 IF amplifier have been changed to 6BA6 7 pin miniature tubes. 
The radio works extremely well, however coil alignment has not resulted in 
sensitivity curves that agree with the original RAS manual. The typical 
sensitivity is better at the high end of the tuning range and degrades 
toward the low end. My modified RAS is exactly opposite. I suspect the 
problem lies in the difference of input / output capacitance for the 6BA6 vs 
6D6. The trimmers in the coils cannot compensate for the different tubes. 
The problem I have is that none of my tube literature specifies the capacity 
values of the 6D6. Any help would be appreciated in getting the capacitance 
values for the 6D6. TIA
